The Sacramento City Unified 
School District has money to re- 
Place only five of them. 

Because of this，the board of 
education was confronted by 
groups of concerned citizens，in- 
cluding a large delegation from 
the Chinese community at one of 
the board's public hearings. 

At a January 11 hearing，Chi- 
nese residents from the William 
LandSchool nelighborhpod turned 
out to _urge the School board to 
rebulld the condemned school on 
its Present Site. Most of the speak- 
ers made thelir arguments to the 
board in Chinese and had their 
remarks translated into English . 

Among . the reasons whlch the 
residents cited for retaining Land 
ScioolseatkOR USEEYWeIeSifts 
proximlty to the community，its 
avallability for nonschool commu- 
nity functions，andqd its value 了 
holding a community together. 

In addqdition，representatives of 
the Asian Community Services，a 
nonprofit goOup providing various 
social and .educational services to 
Land School area reslidents，Pre- 
sented a plan that would allow the 
rebuilding of both Land School 
and a school in the Washington 
area，which has a large Chicano 
Population. 

Under the ACS proposal，Land 
School would have an enrollment 
of 39 per cent Asian，Washington 
44 Per cent Chicano, and a school 
serving _ the American Legion- 
Coloma-Phoebe Hearst area，58.5 
Per cent black.

On February 3, the ox lumbered 
into the lunar corrida and routed 
the_ rat， By Chinese astrological 


Teckoning，the ox will dominate 


the heavens and direct man's fate 
until January 23，1974，when the 
tiger takes over- 

The collective noun for genus 


bovinus 一 cow， steer， OoX，bison， 
etc. 一 is pronounced “mgow” in 
Cantonese and “nieu” in Man- 


darin . 

The ngow”is the second in the 
12-animal sequence (rat，ox, tiger， 
rabbit， dragon， serpent， horse， 
ram，IOnkey， rooster，dog， 本 | 
by which the Chinese identify 
their years in accordance with a 
complicated system of chronology 
dating from 2637 B.C. 

The outgoing year represented 
the beginning of a new era or， in 
Chinese terminology“the opening 
of the sky.”The bovine eminence 
js associated with“the settling of 
the earth.” Chinatown's oracles 
evaluate the Year of the Ox as 3 
period of productivity，a time to 
cultivate practical pursuits and 
carry past projects to fruition. 

Because of the symbolic steer s 
placatory nature，the aspects are 
auspicious for marriage and con- 
ciliation, Chinese savants Say. 

For purposes of divination，Chi- 
na's philosophers separate all of 
the objects and phenomena of the 
universe into classificatory cate- 
gories called “yang” and “yin.” 
“Yang”is the active or mmale iflu- 
ence,“yin”the passive or female 
element.， The ox，regarqdless of 
gender，Ppartakes of the “yin ”es- 
Sence, 

This is construed to mean that 
while the ox is between the celes- 
tial shafts，life will take a milder 
turn. The bison will also smile be- 
nignly on the industrious and the 
downtrodden. 

In old China's intensely agrarian 
social order, draft animals enjoyed 
an elevated status. So Vital was the 
grain crop that the Emperor bim- 
self tured the first furrow in a 


plowing ceremony held each spring 
at the Temple of Agriculture in 
Peking. Farmers ranked second 
only to officialdom.Everyone paid 
strict obeisance to the earth gods. 
Man's helper，the .ox，was looked 
Upon with respect and the con- 
sumption of beef was regarded as 
a.Sacrilege. 
STAR DEITY 

Legend has it that the OoxX Was 
once a star deity，Disturbed by 
man's pitiable stragge against star- 
vation, the great Buddha in heaven 
dispatched the ox to tell his sub- 
jects that 让 they worked unstint- 
ingly，they would receive Suste- 
nance every third day. But the ox 
became confused and informed 
them that their diligence would be 
rewarded with three meals a day. 
In exasperation，the almighty 
stripped the ox of his divinity and 
sent him back to earth to help 
man produce the necessary food. 
Thus the plow ox，once found 
only ip heaven，became earth- 
bound. 

The ox has led the zodiacal herd 
eight times in the last 100 years 一 
in 1877, 1889, 1901, 1913，1925， 
1937, 1949 and 1961. 

Though the rugged ruminant 
comes across in ancient lore as 
goodnatured and guileless,， 计 not 
downright dumb (the rat out- 
maneuvered him in the race for 
lunar order precedence)， these 
traits _ are absent iD horoscopic 
character analyses of ox people. 

When informed that Napoleon 
and Hitler were bor under the 
sign of the ox，the venerated 
Chinatown scholar Ching Wah Lee 
commented, “Yes, they tend to be 
bullheaded.” 

BUCKLEY AND BACH 

To round out the record， 站 
should be noted that Johann Se- 
bastian Bach，Vincent Van Gogh， 
Emperor Hirohito and William 工 . 
Buckley share the same brand. 
Some lists include Richard M. 
Nixon，but，in strictest accuracy， 


his January 9，1913，birth date 
Places him under the aegis of the 
rat on the cusp of the ox. 

In general，individuals bor un- 
der the yoke of the ox are strong- 
willed introverts.， Not given to 
sociable cud-chewing, they can be 
eloquent when so inclined. Ihis 
combined with the gift of inspir- 
ing confidence makes them natural 
leaders. 

The hitch is that ox-types,， while 
clever and Politically adroit，are 
quixotic，eccentric and，in some 
cases，schizoid. Beware when this 
breed of Taurus sees red, for he is 
apt to charge heaqdlong. Failure is 
intolerable to these obstinate Imav- 
ericks. Yet， being touchy and un- 
demonstrative，they seldom cut a 
smooth swath through the fields 
of romance or mmatrimony. Domes- 
tic problems beset them, but they 
plow on to greener Plateaus in 
later life.

The Chinese word “even'′ also 
means regular，uniform，ftogether，or 
to respect. 


all the way back to the period of the 
oracie bones，when the ancientf Chi- 
nese carved messages on bones or 
furtie shells，we find that this word 
originally had the simple shape of 
three rice stalks，Later scholars were 
divided into two schools of thought 
when they tried to interpret the rela- 
fionship between the rice and the 
_accepted meaning'…even. One 
school held the view that the rice was 
ready for harvesf when the upper Parts 
of the grain came fo an even height. 
The other school felf thatf “even 
-didn't refer to the appearance, but to 
fhe rice's ripening “together.

changed its appearance. The cenfer 
stalk rose higher than the other two. 
Thus the top is no longer “even. 
Still later two lines whhich indicated 
the earth were added to the basic 
shape.

Eight dragons reside in San Fran- 
ciscos Chinatown， but there's 
only one Gum Lung. The 120- 
footer which reigns over the city's 
Chinese New Year parade is a 
heavyweight in the classic Chinese 
tradition. 

No self-respecting Chinese Knight 
would be caught dead slaying a 
dragon. Unlike those of Sir 直 ance- 
lot's day，the dragon of Chinese 
legend is a sacred and beneficent 
beast. The many-faceted protector 
of the Chinese People has the 
head of a camel, horns of a deer， 
eyes of a rabbit，ears of a cow， 
neck of a serpent，belly of a frog， 
scales of a carp and talons of a 
hawk. 

There are lesser breeds，but this 
is Lung, the divine do-gooder that 
inhabits the skies. A_ symbol of 
imperial power，Lung decorated 


the emperor's _ standard，Postage * 


stamps,andthe coins of the realm， 
and was indqdispensable at any ma- 
jor Procession. 

Such a creature is the Golden 
Dragon which will writhe through 
downtown streets in the wake of a 
90-minute spectacle starting at 7 
p.m. on Saturday, Feb. 17. 

The reigning behemoth arrived 
in this country in the Year of the 
Rooster (1969). Conceived in 
Hong 玫 ong of papier-mache， 
many-hued silk，velvet，bangles 
and bamboo，he is the latest in a 
succession of Golden Dragons im- 
ported by the Chinese Chamber of 
Commerce since 1953. 

Gum Lung hibernates in a ware- 
house from winter to winter，and 
it takes several artisans under the 
direction of dragom master Lee 
Foon from eight to ten days to 
link up his block-long body of 
hand-tied bamboo sections.

Gum Lung's closest rival，the 
Silver Dragon，makes his annual 
Chinatown appearance on Double 
Ten，the holiday commemorating 
the birth of the Republic of China 
with the Wuchang Uprising of Oc- 
tober 10, 1911. This 70-foot four- 
year-old from Hong 玉 ong has 
Silver-tipped scales. 

Visitors who miss these go-go 
ensembles can catch an authentic， 
if imnmobile,，Golden Dragon at the 
Chinatown Wax Museum at Grant 
Avenue and California Street. The 
huge，hinge-jawed head 和 reguja-

Owned by 3 
Chinatown lion dancer troupe, 进 
is red，has a detached head and 
tail and a body which expands and 
contracts depending on the Dum- 
ber of dancers manipulating its 
free-fowing midsections. 

In fact，the gateway to China- 
town leads to the biggest dragon 
preserve in the Western hemi-
